MEMORANDUM. 

The  Census  showed  the  Eastbourne  population  in  June, 
1921,  to  be  62,030  in  number.  The  Registrar  General, 
however,  by  deductions  of  visitors  and  others  only  allots 
53,600  persons  to  Eastbourne  for  statistical  purposes. 

The  death  and  other  rates  given  in  this  report,  where 
the  Census  population  is  used,  are  therefore  proportionately 
less,  in  the  ratio  of  the  two  above  figures,  than  they  would 
have  been  had  the  figures  of  the  Registrar  General  been 
used.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  I have  the  honour  of  submitting  herewith  my 
Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  Eastbourne, 
including  the  Vital  Statistics  and  the  work  of  the  Department 
for  1921. 

The  exceptionally  low  death  and  sickness  rates  of  1920 
have  been  exceeded,  but  not  by  much. 

The  total  death-rate  was  10.28  per  1,000,  or  0.15  above 
the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  75.4  per  1,000  births. 

The  death-rate  from  Pulmonary  Consumption  was  0.85 
which  is  0.01  below  the  average. 

Certain  diseases  form,  to  some  extent,  an  index  of 
economic  and  social  conditions,  and  the  year  1921,  with  its 
difficulties  and  especially  insufficient  housing  and  unemploy- 
ment, was  a very  unlikely  one  to  produce  specially  good 
vital  statistics. 

The  Maternity  and  Infants  Home  and  the  Open-Air 
School,  both  opened  in  1920,  have  been  very  successful,  and 
it  is  unfortunate  that  the  necessity  for  economy  has  led  to  a 
refusal  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  permit  the  Local 
Authority  to  extend  the  latter. 

The  most  serious  menace  to  the  Public  Health  in 
Eastbourne  and  elsewhere,  is  the  shortage  of  satisfactory 
house  accommodation.  This  involves  inability  to  deal  with 
houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  with  overcrowding. 
The  latter  is  of  importance  morally  as  well  as  physically. 

The  Borough  is  well  provided  with  Institutions  for 
dealing  with  disease  and  the  Council  is  generous  in  providing 
care  for  the  sick  locally  and  in  outside  Institutions.  This 
is,  however,  an  expensive  and  unsatisfactory  method  of 
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dealing  with  the  public  health  compared  with  the  prevention 
of  illness,  and  illness  cannot  be  prevented  in  any  way  so  well 
as  by  the  provision  of  proper  surroundings  for  the  birth  and 
up-bringing  of  children. 

The  Council,  in  providing  178  houses  and  completing 
the  plans  of  33  more,  has  done  all  that  has  been  permitted 
and  proportionately  more  than  many  places,  I believe,  but 
what  has  been  done  is  not  sufficient  to  safeguard  the  local 
Public  Health. 

The  National  demand  that  the  Country  shall  be  altered 
from  a '‘C  3”  to  an  “A  1”  Nation  has  been  replaced  by  a 
demand  for  economy.  It  is  a short-sighted  economy  that 
is  practised  on  the  environment  of  infants  and  young  children. 

The  preliminary  proviso  of  the  Housing  Committee 
that  the  new  houses  should  be  allotted  to  families  with 
children  has  been  a great  boon  and  will  result  in  a saving  of 
health,  but  there,  are  still  many  young  families  being  brought 
on  in  circumstances  which  are  bound  to  adversely  affect 
them.  When  persons  apply  elsewhere  for  a house  or  rooms, 
practically  the  hrst  question  is  always,  ''  Have  you  any 
children  ? ” ; if  so,  they  are  generally  refused.  It  is  a serious 
position  that  confronts  parents  and  would-be  parents. 

I strongly  recommend  that  the  Council  should  endeavour 
to  get  more  houses  built.  The  chances  of  private  enterprise 
doing  this  do  not  improve,  but  as  a public  measure  I am  sure, 
though  the  direct  financial  result  will  very  likely  be  poor, 
the  indirect  gain  to  the  community  will  make  these  houses 
a paying  proposition.  The  enormous  expenditure  in  dealing 
with  sickness  in  later  years  is  a result  partly  of  defective 
surroundings  in  early  life.  The  present  house  shortage 
throughout  this  Country  will  leave  its  mark  on  the  health  of 
the  generation  now  starting  and  result  in  expenditure  far  in 
excess  of  the  loss  there  would  be  on  municipal  house  property. 

I have  previously  referred  to  the  want  of  proper 
accommodation  for  the  clerical  staff  of  my  Department.

With  the  parents  or  others  who  attend  with  the  children 
a total  of  well  over  20,000  persons  used  the  premises  in  1921. 
Some  of  the  clerical  work  has  to  be  carried  out  in  the 
Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

I have  been  much  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  work  during  the  year.  The  clerical  staff  is  small 
for  the  amount  of  work  that  has  to  be  done.  Mr.  Hounsom 
has  especially  assisted  me  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 
DISTRICT. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES. 

The  Borough  of  Eastbourne,  situated  in  Eat.  50°  46'  and 
Long.  0°  17'  E,  was  incorporated  in  June,  1883.  On 
April  1st,  1911,  Hampden  Park  was  added  and  the  Borough 
became  a County  Borough. 

The  acreage  is  6,833  ; of  this  19  acres  are  inland  water 
and  332  acres  foreshore. 

Only  about  one-third  of  the  acreage  is  built  over,  the 
remainder  is  mainly  Downs  and  agricultural  land. 

The  Borough  is  situate  on  and  at  the  foot  of  the  Eastern 
slope  of  the  South  Downs.  The  highest  point  is  590  feet 
above  sea  level  on  the  Downs  ; the  portion  covered  by 
houses  varies  from  150  feet  above  to  4 feet  below  sea  level. 
The  Downs  shelter  the  town  from  the  West  and  South-West. 

The  front  of  the  town  is  open  to  the  sea  facing  South 
and  South-East,  and  this  ensures  a ver}^  large  amount  of 
sunshine,  as  is  shown  by  the  sunshine  record. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  characteristics  of  East- 
bourne is  the  large  extent  of  the  Borough  compared  with 
the  number  of  its  houses  and  population.  The  large  extent 
and  number  of  open  spaces  and  gardens  conduce  to  its 
healthiness. 

With  the  large  extent  of  free  and  open  sea  front  along 
the  South  and  South-East  and  the  Downs  on  the  South- 
West  and  West  free  and  open  to  the  public,  Eastbourne  is 
well  provided  with  open  space  around  it. 

Geology. 

Geologically,  there  is  much  variation  in  the  soil  in  the 
different  parts  of  the  Borough.  Eastbourne  is  for  the 
greater  part  on  chalk,  which  is  a very  health}^  sub-soil. 
There  is  a comparatively  small  amount  of  clay  soil  in  the 
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central  part  of  the  town,  and  a strip  of  upper  greensand, 
which  is  narrow  along  the  Grand  Parade  and  widens  as  it 
passes  from  West  to  East  to  about  Bourne  Street,  where  it 
narrows  again  until  it  ends  about  half-a-mile  east  of  the  Pier. 
The  remainder  of  Eastbourne  in  the  East  is  on  alluvium 
and  on  the  beach. 

Of  the  Wards,  Meads  and  St.  Mary's  are  entirely  on 
chalk,  and  Upperton  almost  entirely  so.  The  Central  and 
Eastern  districts  are  to  a small  extent  on  chalk  and  green- 
sand, but  mainly  on  alluvium  and  shingle,  with  a little  clay. 
Valley  gravel  covers  the  chalk  and  greensand  in  the  valleys. 

Hampden  Park  is  on  the  alluvium  just  at  the  termination 
of  the  chalk. 

Meteorology  and  Climate. 

Full  details,  and  comparative  tables,  of  the  Meteorology 
of  Eastbourne  are  given  in  the  x^nnual  Meteorological  Report. 
Readings  have  to  be  taken  every  day  throughout  the  year 
in  all  weathers,  at  9 a.m.,  6 p.m.,  and  9 p.m.,  and  this  work 
is  heavy,  independently  of  the  mathematical  and  clerical 
part  of  the  duties.  Eastbourne  is  a special  Meteorological 
Station,  and  the  department  is  kept  in  accord  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Meteorological  Office  in  London. 

A daily  telegram  (including  Sundays)  at  6 p.m.,  conveys 
information  to  the  Meteorological  Office.

2.  Rain  Gauge,  Carlisle  Road  enclosure. 

3.  Barometer  at  the  Grand  Parade  Shelters.

Bulb,  in  Screen,  Earth  (1ft.  and  4ft.),  Grass  Minimum., 
Carlisle  Road  enclosure. 

5.  Sea  Thermometer,  the  Pier.

POPULATION. 

The  Census  was  taken  on  the  19th-20th  June,  1921,. 
and  for  the  first  time  for  some  years  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  number  of  the  population  enables  me  to  give  exact 
rates  of  mortalit}^  etc. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  total  population 
for  1920  as  50,574,  which  I showed  in  my  last  report  to  be 
so  very  obviously  an  under-estimation  that  it  was  difficult 
to  see  how  it  had  been  arrived  at. 

The  Census  figure  was  62,030,  and  although  it  was 
taken  in  June  instead  of  in  April  as  usual,  and  was  therefore 
somewhat  larger  than  an  April  Census  figure  would  have 
been,  of  fUn 

viritiorftp  oven  an  April  Census  must  have  shown  a population 
of  nearly  60,000. 

Calculating  on  the  increase  of  houses  since  the  1911 
Census,  and  the  occupation  of  huts,  and  allowing  only  the 
sarnie  number  of  persons  per  house  as  at  the  1911  Census, 
the  number  of  the  population  would  be  59,105.  The 
difference  of  2,925  is  probably  the  approximate  result  of 
the  Census  being  taken  in  June  instead  of  in  April. 

The  practical  result  of  the  under-estimate  of  the 
Registrar  General  in  past  years  has  been  that  the  Death, 
Sickness,  and  BTth  rates  have  been  lower  during  the  past 
few  years  than  the}/  have  been  shown  to  be  in  the  reports 
on  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough. 

A notice  has  been  received  from  the  Registrar  Genera^ 
that  the  population  is  to  be  estimated  at  53,600,  in  spite  of 
the  housing  figures  shown  above  and  in  spite  of  the  Census 
figure  of  62,030.  Correspondence  is  taking  place  on  the 
subject,  since  the  result  would  be  to  give  us  unduly  high 
death  and  sickness  rates  in  official  publications. 
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As  the  June  population  is  much  more  nearly  an  average 
population  for  Eastbourne  it  is  a more  accurate  one  on 
which  to  base  Vital  Statistics  than  an  April  estimate. 

So  far  only  a preliminary  Census  Report  has  been 
issued,  and  from  this  the  following  facts  are  taken  : —

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  432  marriages  registered  in  1921.  This  is 
a marriage-rate  of  13.9  per  1,000.  In  1920  there  were  447 
marriages. 

The  average  prp-war  rate  was  13.1  per  1,000.  The 
highest  recorded  rate  was  21.2  in  the  year  1915,  and  the 
lowest  11.32  in  1895. 

BIRTHS. 

The  births  registered  in  Eastbourne  in  1921  numbered 
810,  males  427,  females  383.  The  mothers  in  25  instances 
were  temporarily  out  of  Eastbourne  at  the  time  of  birth, 
and  on  the  other  hand  in  11  instances  the  mothers  were 
temporary  residents.  Fourteen  births  have  therefore  to  be 
deducted  from  the  total  of  810,  leaving  796  as  the  nett 
number  of  births,  or  a drop  of  197  compared  with  the 
previous  yesuc.

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Notification  of  Births  Act. 

Of  the  total  births,  794,  or  97%  were  at  once  notihed 
to  the  Medical  Officer ; the  omissions  were  accidental  in  all 
cases  ; 286  births  were  notified  by  midwives  and  508  by 
parents  and  doctors  ; 19  still  births  were  notified. 


DEATHS. 

There  were  672  deaths  registered  in  Eastbourne  in  1921.. 
Of  these,  76  were  deaths  of  visitors.  Eastbourne  residents, 
to  the  number  of  42,  died  elsewhere  during  the  year.  Includ- 
ing the  latter  and  excluding  deaths  of  visitors,  the  nett 
deaths  were  as  follows  : — of  males,  300  ; of  females,  338  ; 
total,  638.  These  figures  have  been  verified  by  the  Registrar 
General.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  nett  number  of  deaths  of  infants,  that  is  of  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  was  60  (males,  38  ; females,  22) . 

Infantile  mortality  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  births 
in  the  same  period  and  for  1921  was  at  the  rate  of  75.4  per 
1,000  births.

In  the  closing  years  of  the  last  Century,  1898,  1899  and 
1900,  the  mortality  rates  were  139,  145  and  121  respectively. 

The  subjoined  table  shows  the  causes  of  death  and  the 
ages  at  death  of  the  infants  who  died.  The  reduction  in 
mortality  of  infants  in  recent  years  has  been  mainly  of  those 
in  the  later  months  of  the  first  year.  Ante-natal  work  is 
very  important  to  stop  the  deaths  in  the  first  few  days  of  life. 

There  were  eleven  deaths  of  illegitimate  children.  The 
comparative  mortality  rates  of  these  and  of  legitimate 
children  are  as  follows  : — 

Legitimate  infants  mortality  rate  66  per  1,000  births. 

Illegitimate  infants  mortality  rate  196  per  1,000  births. 

Throughout  England  and  Wales  the  illegitimate  rate  is 
about  double  the  legitimate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in 
1921  was  83  per  1,000  births,  or  7.6  per  1,000  births  more 
than  that  of  Eastbourne. 

The  steps  taken  to  prevent  Infant  Mortality  are  detailed 
in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Section  of  this  report. 


AGES  AT  DEATH. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Eastbourne  water  is  supplied  by  the  Eastbourne 
Water  Company.  Mr.  A.  Wilkins,  the  General  Manager, 
has  kindly  given  me  the  figures  relating  to  the  quantity  used. 

The  water  is  obtained  from  a deep  well  with  a long 
heading  in  the  chalk  at  Friston.  The  well,  heading,  and 
pumping  station  are  four  miles  from  Eastbourne  and  situated 
in  a gathering  ground,  which  is  very  suitable  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  object  of  continuous  care. 

The  heading  connected  to  the  pumping  station  is  at  a 
great  depth,  being  in  no  case  less  than  about  100ft.  from  the 
surface.  The  water  is  pumped  from  Friston  into  distributing 
reservoirs  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Eastbourne, 
but  it  is  not  stored  in  any  case  for  more  than  a day  or  two. 
The  reservoirs  are  up-to-date  and  covered.  The  supply  is 
constant  and  at  full  pressure  all  the  year  round,  irrespective 
of  rainfall. 

There  is  a subsidiary  source  of  suppl}^  at  Holywell.  As 
far  as  quantity  is  concerned,  very  little  water  from  any 
subsidiary  source  has  been  necessary.  The  amount  in  1921 
was  12  million  gallons.  Owing  to  building  operations  at 
Wannock  the  water  from  that  source  has  been  abandoned 
for  domestic  purposes. 

Access  to  the  sources  is  freely  permitted  to  the  Medical 
Officer,  and  my  visits  have  satisfied  me  that  every  care  is 
taken  to  prevent  any  accidental  pollution. 

For  water  from  wells  in  chalk,  the  Eastbourne  water 
has  a comparatively  small  hardness,  viz.  : 20.1  parts  per 
100,000,  or  14°  "Clark."  The  permanent  hardness  is  4.3 
parts  per  100,000. 

Analyses  of  the  water  have  been  made  constantly 
during  1921,  with  special  full  reports  once  monthly, 
alternately  by  the  Borough  Analyst  and  the  Company’s 
Analyst.  Partial  analyses  are  made  weekly.  These  are, 
of  course,  important,  but  reliance  is  placed  chiefly  in  keeping 
the  sources  unimpeachable.  An  example  of  the  monthly 
report  is  attached. 
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For  ordinary  domestic  purposes  there  is  no  need  for  any 
artificial  softening  of  the  Eastbourne  water. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped  into  Eastbourne  for 
consumption  from  the  various  sources  varied  from  13‘ million 
gallons  per  week  to  19|  million  gallons  per  week,  the  average 
amount  being  about  15J  million  gallons  per  week.  This 
is  approximately  33  gallons  daily  per  person. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  the  water  remain  practically 
the  same  year  by  year.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  have  a 
source  so  comparatively  independent  of  variations  in  the 
amount  of  rainfall. 

The  drought  of  1921  was  a very  severe  test,  the  total 
rainfall  being  15.79  inches,  while  the  average  has  been  about 
twice  that  quantity. 

On  no  occasion  was  it  necessary  to  stop  the  constant 
supply,  but  experiences  elsewhere  are  a warning  to  economise 
as  far  as  possible  in  the  unnecessary  use  of  water.

The  organisms  per  cubic  centimetre  which  grew  on  Nutrient 
Gelatine  in  three  days  at  room  temperature,  under  aerobic  conditions, 
and  were  then  visible  to  the  naked  eye  as  colonies,  numbered  1 . 

On  Agar  at  blood  temperature,  and  under  aerobic  conditions, 
1 colony  only  was  indicated,  after  2 days’  incubation. 

Examinations  for  organisms  of  the  Coli  Group  gave  entirely 
negative  results.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  Sewerage  of  Eastbourne  is  in  the  Department  of 
the  Borough  Engineer. 

The  whole  of  the  sewage,  except  some  of  that  of  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  and  some  of  the  surface  water, 
passes  into  the  sea  at  Langney  Point,  some  distance  to  the 
east  of  the  Borough.  Owing  to  the  levels  of  a portion  of 
the  Borough,  the  fall  is  only  natural  at  low  tide  ; at  high 
tide  some  of  the  sewage  has  to  be  lifted  by  the  aid  of  Shone’ s 
Pneumatic  Ejectors. 

In  two  parts  of  the  town  the  local  sewage  has  to  be 
raised  to  the  level  of  the  main  sewers  b}^  pneumatic  ejectors — 
viz.,  in  Com.pton  Street  and  Bourne  Street.  The  system 
works  very  well. 

The  dangerous  part  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
sewage  is  cremated  at  the  Hospital. 

The  water-carriage  system,  is  practically  universal  in 
Eastbourne,  the  few  exceptions  being  in  connection  with 
agricultural  buildings  in  outlying  districts. 

The  sewer  ventilation  is  by  high  upcast  shafts  ; all  road 
level  ventilators  have  been  closed. 

The  system  of  intercepting  traps  between  the  house 
drains  and  the  sewers  is  universal. 

There  are  outfalls  on  the  sea  front  for  surface  water. 

Many  houses  are  drained  by  means  of  iron  drains  in 
place  of  stone-ware. 
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The  surface  water  system  of  St.  Mary’s  and  Upperton 
Districts  has  been  radically  altered,  so  that  rain  water 
shall  not  cause  the  sewerage  system  in  the  lower  parts  of 
the  Borough  to  be  overloaded.  In  this  way  the  occasional 
flooding  of  some  low-lying  streets  will  be  avoided.  The 
work  is  not  yet  complete. 

At  the  outfall,  screening  has  been  adopted  for  removal 
of  solid  matter. 

SCAVENGING. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Corporation,  and  is 
then  burnt  at  the  Destructor.  The  arrangements  are  made 
by  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Motor  dust- vans  have  replaced  many  of  the  horsed-carts. 

In  nearly  all  houses  moveable  covered  ashbins  are  the 
receptacles  used. 

One  variety  of  offensive  refuse  is  dealt  with  specially. 
Fish  oftal  is  particularly  offensive,  and  is  removed  by  the 
Corporation  from  fishmongers’  shops  if  required,  but  only  on 
payment. 

Unfortunately  the  cost  of  the  removal  of  garden  refuse 
is  so  great  that  removal  free  was  suspended  in  the  course  of 
the  war.  Removal  is  now  only  carried  out  when  applied  for 
and  paid  for.  The  cost  of  removal  of  house  refuse  during  the 
past  year  was  £10,353. 

The  collection  is  made  once  weekly  all  through  the  year 
with  an  incomplete  second  weekly  collection  during  the 
summer  months.  Many  larger  premises  have  a more  frequent 
periodical  removal. 

It  is  more  important  from  a health  point  of  view  to 
have  a second  collection  in  the  hot  weather  in  small  property, 
than  in  large  houses.

The  last  named  is  rarely  used, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  much  of  the  meat  consumed  in 
Eastbourne  is  slaughtered  just  over  the  Borough  Boundary 
at  Langney.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which 
Messrs.  Spears  and  Ollett  inspect  there  also,  nominally  on 
behalf  of  the  Rural  District  Council.  Most  of  the  unsound 
meat  during  1921  was  surrendered  in  connection  vvith  this 
outside  inspection. 

Houses  let  in  Lodgings. — A very  large  proportion  of 
the  houses  in  Eastbourne  come  under  this  heading  at  some 
part  of  the  year. 

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms. — Regulations  in  con- 
nection with  the  Housing  amd  Town  Planning  Acts  have  been 
made  as  regards  these,  and  action  has  been  taken  in  various 
cases.  Owing  to  overcrowding  and  so  much  sub-letting, 
the  conditions  are  not  altogether  satisfactory  in  this  respect. 

Schools.— The  various  Elementary  Schools  have  been 
inspected  from  time  to  time.  There  are  15  of  these  Schools 
with  29  departments.  Particulars  as  to  Infectious  Diseases 
in  the  Schools  are  to  be  found  in  the  School  Medical  Officer’s 
Report. 

Bake-houses. — There  are  37  bake-houses  in  the 
Borough,  of  which  10  are  underground.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  was  74,  which  was  82  below  the 
average.  The  months  with  the  greatest  and  least  numbers 
were  August  and  July  respectively.  There  was  no  epidemic 
or  connection  with  any  special  milk  supply,  or  any  school 
outbreak.  All  the  patients  were  isolated  at  the  Borough 
Hospital.  There  were  equal  cases  of  males  and  females. 
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Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  was  118,  of  which  84  were  of  female 
patients.  The  previous  ten  years’  average  was  90.5.  All 
the  patients  were  isolated  at  the  Borough  Hospital.  There 
were  four  deaths,  or  a percentage  of  3.4. 

Free  Anti-toxin  is  provided  for  general  Practitioners  and 
can  be  obtained  day  or  night  at  any  Police  Station.  I am 
of  opinion  that  under  present  circumstances  there  is  no 
necessity  for  any  universal  application  locally  of  the  Schick 
test  for  immunity  from  Diphtheria,  or  for  toxin-antitoxin 
injections  for  protection. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  14  cases  with  one  death. 

Malaria. 

One  case  of  Malaria  was  notified.  The  patient  had 
recently  arrived  from  India,  where  she  had  contracted  the 
disease. 

No  indigenous  cases  have  occurred  in  Eastbourne, 
though  I have  found  the  larvae  of  Anopheline  Mosquitoes 
which  could  transmit  the  disease,  if  infected,  in  the  water 
on  the  marshes  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough. 

Pneumonia. 

Sixty-seven  cases  were  notified,  of  which  35  with 
8 deaths  were  dehnitely  connected  with  Influenza.  Cases 
of  influenzal  pneumonia  are  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

Puerperal  Septicemia. 

Three  of  these  cases  occurred  and  all  were  isolated  in 
the  Borough  Hospital.  One  proved  fatal.  One  occurred  in 
Midwives  practice. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

Two  cases  were  notified  ; one,  that  of  a female  aged  28, 
was  a very  severe  case,  and  the  patient  still  has  spasmodic 
wryneck. 

The  other,  a female  aged  5|,  was  not  a severe  case  and 
had  no  after  effects. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

Four  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  a ten  years’ 
average  of  3.6.  The  cases  were  as  follows  ; —

This  Small  Pox  Hospital  of  18  beds  was  kept  in  readiness, 
but  not  used,  during  the  year.  It  was  in  the  year  1902  that 
the  last  Small  Pox  case  occurred.

This  Isolation  Cottage  and  accommodation  for  persons 
whose  houses  were  being  disinfected  was  used  by  18  persons 
during  1921. 

Cost  of  the ‘Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals. 

The  Sanatorium. 

From  April  1st,  1921,  to  March  31st,  1922,  there  were 
7,795  “patient  days.”  Each  patient  cost  £5  16s.  4d.  per 
head  per  week.  Deducting  the  income  from  patients,  the  cost 
was  £5  9s.  Id. 

The  above  includes  capital  charges  ; omitting  these, 
the  gross  cost  was  £4  11s.  3Jd.  per  head  per  week.  The 
cost  of  foods  for  patients  and  staff  amounted  to  14/4J  per 
head  per  week. 

Langney  Hospital. — Nett  cost,  £213. 

Acacia  Villa. ^ — Nett  cost,  £133. 

The  total  nett  cost  on  the  rates  for  these  Hospitals  was 
£6,323. 

Note. — These  estimated  costs  are  calculated  on  actual 
expenditure  up  to  near  the  end  of  the  period  and  the 
Accountant’s  estimates  for  the  remainder. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  methods  of  disinfection  employed  are  the  same  as 
in  previous  years. 
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For  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  superheated  steam  (Temp.. 
260°  F.)  in  a Washington  Lyon  Disinfecting  Machine  is 
used. 

For  articles  such  as  furs,  boots,  etc.,  that  will  not  stand 
superheated  steam,  washing  with  Formalin  or  other  dis- 
infectant solution  is  employed. 

For  rooms  and  houses,  fumigation  with  Formalin  Gas 
by  means  of  various  lamps  is  sometimes  used,  but  more  often, 
and  especially  in  Tuberculosis,  a sprayer  is  used  for  Formalin 
or  other  solution,  such  as  Izal,  McDougalFs,  or  Lawcs’  Fluid. 

Re-papering,  re-painting,  lime-washing,  and  much  soap 
and  water  cleansing  after  the  spraying  or  fumigation  by  the 
disinfectant  gas  are  the  methods  chiefly  relied  on. 

After  Consumption,  the  usual  form  of  disinfection 
carried  out  or  suggested  has  been  wet  dusting  by  dusters 
wrung  out  of  string  disinfectant,  especially  Formalin,  Izal, 
etc.,  buc  general  disinfection  is  done  also.  Disinfection 
after  Cancer  is  also  done  on  request  being  made,  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  be  of  some  use  in  preventing  spread. 

The  disinfection  of  infected  houses  or  rooms  is  always 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  or  one  particular  man  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  under  their  immediate  instructions. 

The  schools  have  been  disinfected  by  spraying  from 
time  to  time. 

The  Steam  Disinfector,  is  situated  in  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital  grounds. 

There  is  a second  small  disinfector  for  verminous 
clothing  at  the  Children's  Cleansing  Station,  Seaside. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  and  of  articles  is  carried  out  on 
application  in  various  cases.  A charge  is  made  to  cover  the 
cost,  unless  the  disinfection  is  in  connection  with  Infectious 
Disease,  and  then  it  is  free  of  charge.

The  Salvarsan  substitute  used  until  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  was  Galyl.  The  drug  now  used  is  Novarseno- 
billon.  These  were  used  in  about  90%  of  the  Syphilis  cases 
in  initial  doses  of  30  cgms.,  and  final  doses  of  40  cgms. 
Seven  to  nine  doses  were  'usually  given  with  concurrent 
intramuscular  injections  of  mercury.  If  for  any  reason  the 
intramuscular  injection  of  mercury  was  not  given,  a 2-grain 
dose  of  Hyd.  c.  Greta  was  ordered  twice  a day.  The  mer- 
cury is  ordered  for  at  least  three  months,  and  this  is  followed 
by  a course  of  Pot,  lodi.  with  Liq.  Hydrarg.  Perchlor. 

The  treatment  is  continued  for  two  years  with  two 
negative  Wassermann  tests  during  the  last  three  months. 

In  Gonorrhoea,  treatment  is  continued,  if  accepted, 
until  no  discharge  has  occurred  for  two  months,  notwith- 
standing the  patient  living  under  ordinary  conditions, 
especially  as  regards  diet,  exercise,  and  stimulants. 
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There  are  no  special  irrigation  facilities  apart  from  the 
Clinic  times,  but  an  extension  of  facilities  is  under  considera- 
tion, including  extra  clinics. 

Notices  as  to  free  treatment  are  posted  in  the  various 
public  lavatories,  etc. 

No  medical  practitioners  have  applied  for  free  Salvarsan 
or  substitutes,  so  that  the  question  of  qualification  has  not 
arisen,  nor  have  these  drugs  been  supplied.  The  Patho- 
logical examinations  have  been  almost  entirely  through  the 
Council’s  Medical  Officer,  but  in  14  instances  at  the  request 
of  private  practitioners. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Venereal  Disease 
Act,  1917.

This  is  an  increase  over  1920  but  under  the  average  for 
the  past  ten  years.  I attribute  this  increase  partially  to  the 
fact  that,  unfortunately,  Eastbourne  has  become  more 
popular  as  a residence  for  persons  with  tuberculosis  disease, 
and  also  to  the  disturbed  social  conditions,  especially  hous- 
ing and  unemployment.

The  Committee,  which  has  issued  its  separate  report, 
expended  ;fl21  12s.  2d.  on  behalf  of  consumptives  during 
1921.  The  chief  item  of  this  expenditure  was  food, 
principally  milk  and  eggs. 

Twenty- three  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Committee, 
including  2 men,  13  women  and  8 children.  The  uninsured 
beneht  principally  by  the  work. 
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This  Committee  ceased  to  exist  at  the  close  of  1921,  as 
now  each  need  of  the  persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
can  be  met  by  the  Council’s  officers. 

GENERAL  PARTICULARS. 

The  work  is  carried  on  in  close  co-operation  with  the 
other  Hospitals  and  with  the  clinics. 

The  Dispensary  at  the  Town  Hall  is  the  centre  from 
which  the  work  is  carried  on. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  receives  quarterly  medical  reports  as  to  insured 
tuberculous  persons. 

The  following  up  of  doubtful  cases  is  done  by  the  Medical 
Officers  and  the  Nurse,  and  contacts  are  examined  at  the 
Dispensary  and  in  the  Clinics. 

Diagnosis  is  aided  in  some  cases  by  the  X-Rays  by 
Dr.  Harwood-Hardman.  Dr.  Donnellan  assists  occasionally 
in  difficult  throat  cases. 

Dr.  Muir  Smith  has  extensively  used  Tuberculin 
Treatment  in  selected  cases,  and  is  well  satisfied  with  his 
results. 

Dental  treatment  at  the  local  hospital  is  kindly  carried 
out  by  Mr.  Turner. 

The  arrangements  for  treating  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  are  not  satisfactory.  For  these  cases  the  lack 
of  institutional  accommodation  has  been  much  felt. 

The  local  Surgical  Aid  Society  has  been  of  very  great 
assistance  in  helping  to  provide  surgical  apparatus.  There 
has  been  no  difficulty  in  this  respect. 

The  want  of  suitable  occupation  for  cases  is  badly  felt 
locally.  The  general  imperfection  in  the  respect  of  after-care 
of  the  schemes  of  the  Country  generally  is  reflected  in 
Eastbourne. 

No  home  shelters  have  been  applied  for.  No  special 
occupation  locally  is  concerned  with  the  incidence  of  Tuber- 
culosis. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Open-Air  School  will  act  as  a useful 
preventive  of  Tuberculosis.  It  has  been  a great  success  and 
should  be  extended. 
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The  special  difficulties  encountered  are  the  want  of 
satisfactory  housing  accommodation  in  some  of  the  cases, 
the  want  of  beds  for  surgical  tuberculosis,  and  the  want  of 
suitable  employment  for  tuberculous  persons  who  could  do 
a little  work. 

Special  nursing  in  the  homes  is  not  provided  by  the 
Council.  The  Hospital  deals  with  the  worst  cases  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Visitor  visits  all  cases  where  permitted,  and 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  particular  help  required  by 
each  tuberculous  person. 

I am  particularly  indebted  to  Mr.  A.  H.  Hookham,  of 
my  staff,  for  his  special  work  re  Tuberculosis.  It  is  by  his 
work  that  I have  been  able  to  give  so  complete  an  account 
of  the  state  of  Tuberculosis  work  in  Eastbourne. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


The  Statutory  Committee  is  a Sub-Committee  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  and  is  composed  of  six  members  of  that 
Committee,  another  Alderman  of  the  Council,  and  two 
co-opted  ladies.  Councillor  Miss  Hudson  is  in  the  Chair  of 
this  Committee. 

The  Centre  at  which  the  work  is  co-ordinated  is  at  the 
Town  Hall. 

(a)  A Mothers’  and  Infants’  Clinic  is  held  at  the 
Town  Hall  at  2 p.m.  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays. 

Dr.  E.  H.  B.  Coghill  is  the  medical  attendant  of 
the  Clinic,  and  Miss  R.  Clark  the  Superintendent 
Nurse. 

The  work  at  the  Clinic  includes  advice  to 
mothers,  and  attention  to  minor  ailments  of  infants 
and  children  under  school  age  for  which  ordinary 
medical  attention  is  rarely,  if  ever,  obtained.  The 
work  is  mainly  preventive,  and  infraction  of  the 
work  of  medical  practitioners  is  avoided.  Cases 
are  sometimes  referred  to  them,  and  vice  versa. 
Short  demonstrations  in  such  matters  as  washing 
and  dressing  infants  are  given.  Light  refreshments 
are  provided  by  some  ladies  kindly  interested  in 
the  Clinic.  The  infants  are  regularly  weighed,  and 
advice  is  given  on  feeding  of  both  infants  and 
mothers. 

The  attendances  at  the  Clinic  in  1921  were 
3,729  of  765  children,  531  under  two  years  of  age, 
and  234  aged  three  and  four  years  ; 275  mothers 
attended  for  advice. 

The  Staff  at  the  Clinic  included  the  Super- 
intendent Nurse,  Miss  R.  Clark,  and  Nurses 
I.  Simmonds,  Curtis,  Thurgood  and  Thomas,  the 
last  replacing  Nurse  Thurgood,  who  resigned 
during  the  year.  These  nurses  were  also  engaged 
in  home  visiting. 
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(b)  Home  Visiting. — The  Borough  is  divided  for  this 
purpose  into  three  districts,  each  having  its  own 
Nurse  Visitor.  The  visits  paid  numbered  7,785, 
and  were  as  follows  : — to  expectant  mothers,  435  ; 
to  infants  under  one  year,  3,707  ; and  to  children 
aged  one  to  five  years,  3,643.  Nearly  100%  of 
the  births  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  in 
1921.  In  696  of  the  births,  or  86%,  visits  were 
made.  The  Notification  of  Births  Act  enables  the 
nurses  to  make  visits  within  two  or  three  days  of 
a birth. 


(c)  An  Antenatal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays  at  2 p.m.,  in  connection 
with  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic,  but 
most  of  this  work  in  cases  requiring  attention  is 
now  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  Home  on  alternate 
Wednesdays  at  5.30  p.m.,  and  at  other  times  as 
occasion  requires. 

Expectant  mothers  can  attend  the  ordinary 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  if  they  wish, 
and  208  attended  in  1921  ; those  who  intend  to  go 
into  the  Maternity  Home  invariably  see  the  Matron 
or  Medical  Officer  some  months  before  labour  is  due.

Originally  the  new  milk  was  supplied  by  the 
mothers’  own  Dairyman,  but  in  October  a Contract 
with  one  Firm  was  arranged. 

The  total  amount  for  which  orders  to  Dairymen 
were  given  was  12,114  pints.  Great  care  had  to  be 
exercised  to  be  sure  that  necessitous  cases  got  the 
milk,  and  that,  on  the  other  hand,  none  was  given 
in  unnecessary  cases.  109  families  received  milk

(e)  Boarding-out. — No  infants  were  boarded-out  for 
the  first  time  during  the  year.  One  baby  which 
had  been  boarded-out  in  the  previous  year  received 
free  milk  for  a time  from  the  Authority.  The 
opening  of  the  Infants'  Home  removed  the  necessity 
for  boarding-out,  which  had  become  increasingly 
difficult  to  arrange  at  reasonable  cost. 

(/)  Unmarried  Mothers. — Temporary  homes  were 
provided  for  eleven  of  these  cases.  The  estimates 
were  framed  to  allow  provision  to  be  made  for  five 
cases  at  any  one  time  up  to  twelve  months  from 
the  date  of  birth. 

An  Ante  Natal  case  was  sent  to  the  Church 
Army  Home  in  London,  the  Authority  contributing 
towards  the  maintenance. 

Bell  Hostel. — The  opening  of  this  Hostel 
provided  a local  means  of  dealing  with  these  cases. 
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During  the  year  permission  was  granted  for 
confinements  to  take  place  in  the  Hostel. 

The  charges  were  as  follows  : — 25/-  per  week 
until  the  mothers  went  to  work,  then  20/-  per 
week. 

The  five  cases  remaining  in  the  Hostel  on 
1st  January,  1921,  left  at  the  expiration  of  12 
months  from  the  dates  of  their  admission.  Four 
new  cases  were  sent  in  (two  of  them  Ante  Natal) 
and  one  of  these  has  left,  three  remaining  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

A small  Committee  was  formed  in  1920, 
linking  the  work  of  the  Hostel,  the  Guardians,  and 
this  Authority,  so  as  to  give  a guiding  hand  to  such 
cases  from  before  “confinement”  onwards. 

(g)  Municipal  Maternity  Home,  9 Upperton  Road. — 
This  Home  has  proved  a great  success  under  the 
care  of  Miss  Macintosh,  the  Matron.  During  the 
year  13.2%  of  all  the  births  in  the  Borough  took 
place  there.  In  the  Autumn,  a Garden  Party  of 
mothers  with  infants  born  in  the  Home  testified  to 
the  popularity  of  the  Institution. 

The  Home  has  been  sanctioned  as  a Training 
Centre  for  Midwives.

(j)  Midwives  Act,  1902, — Fourteen  registered  mid- 
wives (three  untrained)  gave  notice  of  their 
intention  to  practise  during  1921.  Of  these, 
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seven  were  practising  in  Institutions  and  only  five 
did  regular  practice  outside  Institutions.  They 
are  visited  by  the  Superintendent  Nurse,  herself  a 
qualified  midwife,  and  by  the  Medical  Officers  when 
necessary. 

Midwives  attended  286  births,  or  36%  of  the* 
total  during  1921.

(k)  Home  Help. — The  Home  Help  (Mrs.  Hicks) 
attended  39  cases  during  the  year,  viz.,  17  homes 
for  household  duties,  and  22  homes  for  ordinary 
relief  work  (for  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  or 
during  illness  of  children).  Her  salary  is  30/-  per 
week.  Very  useful  work  has  been  accomplished. 

(/)  Hospital  Accommodation. — *The  Borough  Hos- 
pital provides  accommodation  for  Puerperal  Fever, 
Ophthalmia,  Measles,  and  other  infectious  ailments. 
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The  Princess  Alice  Memorial  Hospital  provides 
for  abnormal  confinements. 

*Tlie  Maternity  Home  at  9 Upperton  Road 
provides  for  normal  confinements  in  married 
women. 

*The  Infants'  Home  at  the  same  address 
provides  for  babies  with  certain  ailments,  such  as 
malnutrition,  which  can  only  with  difficulty  and 
imperfectly  be  dealt  with  in  the  homes. 

The  Bell  Hostel,  Salehurst  Road,  provides  for 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  infants. 

* Municipal  Hospitals. 

[m)  Creche. — The  Christ  Church  Creche  in  Rylstone 
Road  for  16  children  is  subsidised  by  the  Local 
Authority  up  to  £300  per  annum.  Councillor 
Miss  Hudson  represents  the  Authority  on  the 
Committee.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and 
Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  medical 
advisers. 

{n)  Dental  Work. — Mothers  (prospective  and  actual) 
are  occasionally  assisted  as  regards  dental  work  and 
dentures.  The  following  dental  assistance  was

(r)  Finance. — The  total  cost  of  the  Maternity  and 

Child  Welfare  Department  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1922,  was  ;f5,455.  This  does  not  allow 
for  the  Exchequer  grant,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
reduce  the  nett  cost  to  50%  of  the  above. 

(s)  Massage  Treatment. — Miss  Mackern  has  given

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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

The  staff  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  has  been  unchanged, 
and  one  Assistant  Inspector  has  been  appointed  temporarily. 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  work  is  detailed  in  another 
part  of  this  Report  ; a summary  of  the  work  as  regards 
Factories  and  Workshops  has  also  been  given. 

Much  of  the  work  is  so  difficult  to  tabulate  that  it  is  not 
possible  to  give  more  than  a general  idea  of  its  extent  through 
the  various  tables  that  are  given. 

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Local  Authority  has  five  Health  Visitors  whose 
duties  are  as  follows  : — One  is  Superintendent,  is  Inspector 
of  Midwives  and  attends  at  Clinics  ; three  have  a district 
each  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work,  and  for  School 
Medical  Work  and  assist  at  Clinics.  One  of  these  three  is 
also  Municipal  Midwife  and  one  Assistant  Municipal  Mid- 
wife. The  fifth  is  specially  a Tuberculosis  Visitor  and 
attends  the  Tuberculosis  Clinics,  her  remaining  time  being 
spent  at  School  Medical  Work. 

Home  nursing  is  carried  out  by  Voluntary  Associations, 
particularly  the  Nurses  of  the  Parish  Churches.  No  pay- 
ment is  made  to  these  by  the  Local  Authority,  but  there  is 
co-ordination. 

HOSPITALS.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  retains  the  administration 
of  these  Hospitals  under  the  Sanitary  Committee.

Od.  for  the  year  ending  30th 
September,  1920. 

BATHS. 

Seaside  Baths. 

These  were  opened  in  1903.  There  are  six  baths  for 
men  and  six  for  women. 

The  numbers  using  them,  in  1921  were  : men,  17,462  ; 
women,  12,951  ; children,  565  ; total,  30,978,  a decrease  of 
2,953  on  the  1920  hgures.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  baths  were  closed  on  70  days,  owing  to  the  coal 
strike,  as  compared  with  only  16  days  in  1920. 

The  largest  number  using  the  baths  in  one  year  was 
34,600  in  1918.  This  number  included  many  service  men 
and  women.  The  largest  pre-war  number  was  18,982  in 
1913. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  those  who  have  to  wait 
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their  turn  on  Friday  and  Saturday  evenings  suggestions  for 
the  extension  of  these  baths  are  being  considered. 

Old  Town  Baths. 

These  were  opened  in  1905.  There  are  12  baths  for  men 
and  3 for  women. 

The  swimming  bath  is  60ft.  long  by  20ft.  wide,  and 
varies  in  depth  from  3ft.  6in.  to  6ft.  6in. 

The  swimming  bath  was  closed  during  January,  re- 
opened on  2nd  February,  and  again  closed  on  7th  March 
owing  to  coal  difficulties.  On  20th  May  the  bath  was 
re-opened,  the  water  being  unheated,  and  the  charge  being 
reduced  to  4d.  From  18th  July,  the  bath  was  carried  on  in 
the  usual  way.

Ordinary  Diphtheria  and  Tubercle  Bacteriology  is 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  the  aid 
of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  More  advanced 
Bacteriology  is  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association. 

Wassermann  examinations  were  made  at  the  Lister

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

Special  Officer  : Mr.  E.  G.  Spears,  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Fifty-four  rat  infested  premises  were  dealt  with  during 
1921,  entailing  a large  number  of  visits.  Extermination  , 
was  carried  on  by  means  of  ferrets,  traps  and  poisons,  the 
latter  proving  the  most  successful. 

There  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  numbers  of  rats 
in  the  Marsh  district,  probably  due  to  the  abnormally  dry 
Summer.  A man  was  employed  during  November  in  that 
district  and  many  rats  were  destroyed. 

Poison  bait  (principally  arsenic  and  phosphorus)  has 
been  laid  in  the  sewers  periodically  with  good  results. 

The  National  Rat  Week  held  in  November  was  duly 
observed. 
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HOUSING. 


GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

As  in  other  parts  of  the  Country,  the  housing  conditions 
are  distinctly  unsatisfactory. 

Owing  to  lack  of  accommodation  we  cannot  deal 
properly  with  insanitary  dwellings,  with  overcrowding,  and 
with  the  applications  for  decent  housing. 

This  state  of  affairs  is  bound  to  affect  adversely  the 
public  health,  as  I have  set  forth  in  the  introduction  to  this 
report. 

At  the  Census  of  1911,  there  were  8,967  inhabited 
houses  in  Eastbourne,  and  382  uninhabited,  total  9,349. 

TRe  yearly  average  of  houses  built  for  the  five  years 
before  the  War  was  103,  and  for  the  preceding  five  years, 

132. 

During  1921,  certificates  were  issued  for  occupation  of 
27  new  houses  built  in  the  usual  circumstances,  and  in 
addition,  120  municipal  houses  were  completed. 

Apart  from  135  hut  tenements,  there  are  approximately 
now  9,971  dwelling  houses  in  Eastbourne. 

The  number  of  persons  per  house  at  the  Census  of  1911 
was  5.8. 

The  population  at  the  Census  of  1921  numbered  62,030, 
so  that  the  number  of  persons  per  house,  including  each  of 
the  135  hut  tenements  as  houses,  was  6.J. 

The  number  of  applications  from  families  for  housing 
accommodation  now  numbers  529. 

Excluding  non-residents  and  persons  occupying  a whole 
house,  there  remain  419,  and  of  these  378  have  one  or  more 
children. 

As  regards  the  hut  tenements,  their  condition  is  not 
satisfactory  as  permanent  residences,  and  it  will  be  better 
when  they  can  be  abandoned.  They  have,  however,  filled 
a gap  as  regards  housing  which  was  most  serious. 

Unsatisfactory  as  they  may  be,  the  occupants  have 
been  only  too  glad  to  get  them,  and  there  are  at  present  74 
families  awaiting  a chance  to  get  one. 
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The  total  number  of  hut  tenements  has  been  reduced 
from  188  to  135.

The  first  part  of  the  Municipal  building  scheme  provided 
for  110  houses  at  the  Archery  and  68  at  Victoria  Drive. 
The  first  of  these  houses  was  occupied  on  9th  August,  1920, 
the  last  being  completed  and  occupied  on  15th  August,  1921. 

The  system  of  allotment  of  houses  to  applicants  primarily 
took  into  consideration  the  number  of  children,  and  the 
conditions  under  which  the  applicants  were  living.  Other 
considerations  were  length  of  residence  in  Eastbourne  and 
length  of  War  Service.

OVER-CROWDING. 

The  provision  of  huts  enabled  the  Department  to  deal 
with  the  worst  cases  of  over-crowding.  Others  exist  which 
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cannot  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  There  were  no  cases  of 
prosecution.  Some  re-arrangements  of  habitation  were 
carried  out  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  is  good,  structurally. 
Materials  and  labour  having  been  available,  repairs  are 
going  on  and  houses  kept  up  to  a habitable  condition. 

The  general  character  of  defects  is  want  of  repair, 
causing  dampness,  and  of  painting  and  decoration  mainly, 
for  the  Inspectors  have  managed  to  get  serious  nuisances 
remedied  for  the  most  part. 

The  list  of  notices  issued  indicates  the  extent  of  the 
housing  work  of  the  Sanitary  Staff. 

UNHEALTHY  AREA. 

No  action  can  be  taken  as  regards  this  area  of  13  houses 
until  accommodation  is  available  elsewhere.  The  approxi- 
mate population  is  43.  The  area  includes  Southwark 
Cottages  and  242-250  Seaside.  Two  of  the  houses  are  not 
used  at  present  as  dwelling  houses. 

The  number  of  persons  inhabiting  the  18  houses,  three 
of  which  are  unoccupied,  which  cannot  be  made  ht  is  68. 

So  far,  the  new  houses  have  been  required  for  urgent 
individual  cases. 

BYE-LAWS. 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  with  regard  to  these. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  carry  out  the  housing  duties 
in  regard  to  existing  houses,  under  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  the  Sanitary  and  Public  Health  Committee.

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BLIND  PERSONS. 


Under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  the  Council  adopted 
the  following  scheme  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  : — 

1.  A committee  of  the  Council,  with  power  to  co-opt 

persons  specially  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Blind,  has  been  appointed  to  carry  out  the  duties 
under  the  Act. 

2.  The  Council  proposed  to  use  existing  Institutions 

for  any  suitable  cases  and  to  make  provision 
accordingly,  and  to  work  with  Voluntary  Agencies 
as  much  as  possible,  and  particularly  with  the 
Metropolitan  and  Adjacent  Counties  Association 
for  the  Blind. 

3.  Children  under  School  Age. — Each  case  (there 

are  none  at  present)  will  be  dealt  with  as  occasion 
arises.  Communications  will  be  opened  with  the 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  for  residential 
accommodation  if  required. 

4.  Children  of  School  Age. — These  will  be  dealt  with 

by  the  Education  Authority  as  at  present. 

.5.  Persons  over  School  Age.  (a)  Education  and 
Training. — In  view  of  the  few  cases  at  present  in 
the  Borough,  no  local  Institution  is  required,  and 
advantage  will  be  taken  where  possible  of  existing 
Institutions. 

(h)  Home  Teaching. — Where  this  is  required, 
arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  Home  Teaching 
Society,  now  a part  of  the  National  Institute  for 
the  Blind.

7.  Staff. — The  existing  Council  Staff  will  carry  out 

the  necessary  duties,  the  work  generally  being 
supervised  under  the  Statutory  Committee  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  A special  paid  Visitor 
will  be  appointed  to  keep  in  touch  with  all  cases, 
and  to  report  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Voluntary  Visitors  will  also  be  appointed. 

8.  Finance. — The  expenditure  on  Blind  Children  of 

School  Age  and  on  persons  who  come  within  the 
Regulations  (1920)  of  the  Board  of  Education 
under  the  Education  Act,  1918,  will  continue  to  be 
arranged  for  by  the  Education  Authority. 

As  regards  other  persons,  it  is  estimated  that 
£75  will  be  sufficient  for  the  remainder  of  the 
financial  year,  i.e.,  to  the  end  of  March,  1922,  as  it 
does  not  appear  that  any  case  will  require  special 
expenditure  during  that  period.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  comparatively  small  number 
of  young  blind  persons. 

In  addition  to  the  Statutory  Committee  which  has  been 
appointed  under  the  Act,  a Voluntary  Committee  has  also 
been  re-formed  to  look  after  the  social  interests  of  the  blind 
and  to  give  temporary  assistance,  both  monetary  and 
otherwise,  which  would  not  be  provided  under  the  Act. 

The  estimated  expenditure  for  1922-23  is  £200.
